Request for reconsideration of the decision refusing status under 37 CFR 1.47(b) is ^ 
hereby made in the above-identified application. In particular, the decision refusing status under 
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Request for Reconsideration 
Serial No. 10/681,955 

37 CFR 1.47(b) in response to applicant's petition filed on March 30, 2004 dismissing such 
petition stated in pertinent part that: 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires (1) proof that the non-signing 
inventor cannot be reached or refuses to sign the oath or declaration after having 
been presented with the application papers (specification, claims and drawings); 
(2) an acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§115 and 
116; (3) the petition fee; and (4) a statement of the last known address of the non- 
signing inventor. Applicant lacks item (2) set forth above (emphasis mine). 

The decision further stated that: 

As to item (2), the declaration submitted with the petition lacks compliance with 
37 CFR 1.63 and 1.64. The signature block for Ralph F. Kalies is missing. 
Accordingly, an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.64 
signed by the Rule 1.47 applicant on behalf of Kalies is required. See MPEP 
409.03(a) (emphasis mine). 

The commissioner is kindly requested to reconsider the decision refusing status since all 
of the requirements for a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(b) as indicated in MPEP 409.03(b) where 
there is "no inventor available" to make the application. In other words, this petition is not a 
petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a), but is a petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(b). As indicated above, the 
words from the initial decision dismissing the petition misperceived the basis of our 37 CFR 
1.47(b) petition. Consequently, applicant respectfully requests a review of this Request for 
Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(b) and the accompanying documents in order to 
allow the application to pass to examination. 

Remarks 

The terms of the decision refusing status indicated that the applicant simply lacked item 
(2), referring to the declaration, and that the other requirements are satisfied for a grantable 
petition. Applicants have enclosed the initial Petition and Statement of Facts in Support of Filing 
on Behalf of Inventor Refusing to Sign (37 CFR 1 .47(b)) for reconsideration by the Office of 
Petitions, the content of which is hereby incorporated by reference. Since the deficiency that is 
to be addressed relates to the oath or declaration, the remainder of this request for

reconsideration will focus on those requirements and the MPEP 409.03(b) comments relating to 

the making of such an oath or declaration as follows: 

Where a corporation is the 37 CFR 1.47(b) applicant, an officer (president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer or chief executive officer) thereof should normally 
sign the necessary oath or declaration. A corporation may authorize any person, 
including an attorney or agent registered to practice before the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office, to sign the application, oath or declaration on its behalf. 
Where an oath or declaration is signed by a registered attorney or agent on behalf 
of a corporation, either proof of the attorney's or agent's authority in the form of a 
statement signed by an appropriate corporate officer must be submitted, or the 
attorney or agent may simply state that he or she is authorized to sign on behalf of 
the corporation. 

In this particular instance, a corporation, Omnicare, Inc., is the 37 CFR 1.47(b) applicant 
and an officer of the corporation has authorized the undersigned registered attorney to sign the 
application declaration on behalf of the corporation. A Declaration executed by the undersigned 
registered attorney is herewith enclosed. 

These remarks and the enclosed documents should wholly satisfy the requirement of 37 
CFR 1.47(b) and the above-identified application should be allowed to pass to examination.
